NOTED SCIENTIST SHOWS 
POWER OF SMALL THINGS 


“Bv controling the smallest things 
we are enabled to accomplish the 
greatest things,” declared Dr. Har 
rison E. IIowc, editor of Industrial 
and Engineering Chemistry of Wash¬ 
ington, in a speech on the import¬ 
ance of scientific control of small 
tilings given in assembly Monday. 

“Tclcvox which is the nearest 
thing to a mechanical man telephones 
information into, and executes or¬ 
ders from, headquarters of larger 
power plants, and all is accomplish¬ 
ed by controling electrons in some 
vacuum tubes,” said the speaker. 
Tclcvox was invented by Wcnsley 
of the Bell Telephone Research 
Laboratories. 

Contrasting large with small, Dr. 
H owe said that Dr. Shapley, of 
Harvard had calculated the distance 
to the center of the universe to be 
47,000 light years, a distance which 
no one can comprehend. 

So delicate are glass reflectors of 
great telescopes that the heat from 
the body strongly affects them. 
Fused quartz, which has practically 
no coefficient of expansion, is re¬ 
placing glass for telescope mirrors 
today. This, according to Dr. 
Howe, will make greater distances 
visible through the world's largest 
telescope which is now under con¬ 
struction.
